Hospital).

He wants to see leadership 
from provincial and regional 
politicians, some of whom 
appear to be on a “different 
wavelength" from the 
medical profession.

They do, however, think that 
expanding the two major 
hospitals with two separate 
administrations would equip 
them with more flexible tools 
lo practise ever-changing 20th 
Century medicine. 

Born in Victoria and trained 
at University of B.C and 
Victoria General, with a 
three year spell as an army 
physician. Ireland is a fierce 
. believer in doctor- 
independence and in medicine 
as a "large number of small 
l»usinesses" rather than a big 
government-run corporation. 

His philosophy—which 
reflects that of many Capital 
Region (IPs and specialists— 
. is totally opposed to what 
Ireland interprets as the 


"absolute central control and 
a system-for-everything" 
approach of the recently 
published Foulkes report on 
B.C.'s health care. 

“Some things have to be 
above politics and I think 
medicine is one of them," he 
says. 

W ith experience of serving 
two “masters” in the army— 
his patients and the military 
establishment Ireland finds 
the prospect of a politically- 
policed profession, as 
suggested by Foulkes. 
completely abhorrent. 

"There were times in the 
army when 1 was given orders 
or instructions or directives or 
policy decisions which I was 
sure had been made by a dim- 
wit. But I had to abide by them 


and they had some influence 
on the manner in which I 
treated patients. I had to 
follow those directives or I 
was going to be in trouble.” 

Ireland opposes Foulkes' 
recommendation that doctors 
by paid salaries, not because 
they would lx* worse off under 
such a system —"on a purely 
monetary basis I’d go to work 
lor them ithe government) 
tomorrow"—but tx‘cause they 
would lose much of their in¬ 
dependence. 

"As it is now, my respon¬ 
sibility is only to the patient, 
he employs me. nobody in¬ 
fluences the decisions I make 
with regard to him. If I'm on 
salary, the government 
employs me and that throws a 
different color on the whole 
thing ." 


IN THE SWIM 


Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce is predicting a 
bumber crop of tourists this 
year and it wants the B.C. 
government to lay on some 
extra ferries to handle the 
overload. 

The extra tourists will be 
the result of the U.S. gas 
shortage, chamber manager 
Brian Small said last week. 

"People in B.C. will be 
encouraged to stay in the 
province because it will be 
hard to get gas in the U.S. and 
America as will be encouraged 
to come up here for the same 
reason," Small said. 

But the Chamber is worried 
that the line-ups at the ferries 
bringing all those free- 
spending visitors to Victoria 
will discourage them. 

The chamber passed a 
resolution to petition the B.C. 
government to extend the 
summer ferry service with 
earlier sailings in the morning 
and later ones at night. 

“We’re not letting down on 
our push for these sailings,” 
Smah said. 

B.C. Ferry service has 
apparently come up with the 
same bumper crop prediction 
as the Chamber of Commerce. 

The summer sailing 
schedule, with ferries leaving 
every hour, will go into effect 
about two weeks earlier than 
usual this year and will go on 
until Thanksgiving. 

The reason for the extra 
sailings, according to a 
spokesman for B.C. Ferries, is 
that Easter is earlier this year 
than last and heavier ferry 
traffic throughout the winter 
indicates an increase in 
summer riders too. 

The provincial Department 
of Travel Industry has an 
“optimistic” outlook for the 
summer season 

“A lot more Canadians will 
be coming to B.C. and those 
who come will stay longer,” 
Dick Colby, travel industry 
deputy minister, said last 
week. 

Additional promotions in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan 
are expected to lure at least a 
few more tourists into Vic¬ 
toria. The department is also 
sponsoring a promotion booth 
in the B.C. pavilion at Expo 74 
in Spokane, hoping to get

If you crack up your car 
after the magic hour of 
midnight Friday, run to the 
nearest phone booth and call 
Insurance Corporation of B.C. 

ICBC doesn't have a plione 
number yet in Victoria, but it 
will by the time Autoplan 
takes over, corporation; 
executives have assured. 

The voice on the other end of 
the phone line, which will be 
manned 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, will tell the 
caller which claims centre to 
take his injured car to, even 
though none of the claims 
centres in B.C. will be com¬ 
pleted by the March 1 
deadline. 

Norman Bortnick, vice- 
president and general 
manager of ICBC, said he 
anticipates some problems 
when Autoplan gets under 
way because the centres will 
be operating in “temporary 
facilities." 

“In some cases, the interim 
operations will be on the sites 
where permanent claims 
centres are under con¬ 
struction. There will be some 
inconvenience, both for 
motorists and our claims 
people," Bortnick said. 

Motorists involved in ac¬ 
cidents outside B.C. should 
phone or wire collect to 665- 
46(H). 

Once at the claims centre, a 
two-man team—one adjuster 
and one estimator will give 
the driver and the car a 
thorough going over. The 
adjuster will take down the 
details of the accident while 
the estimator looks over the 
car and decides just how 
much it will cost to fix it The 
driver can then choose which 
body shop he wants to fix the 
car 

Claims centres will be open 
from 8:15 a m to 9 p m. on 
Monday and Thursday and 
from 8:15 to 6 p.m. Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Friday 

Bortnick last week denied 
that Autoplan employees were 
threatening to quit or work to' 
rule because of the hours 

Earlier in the week, a 
Vancouver radio station said a 
number of claims supervisors 
had indicated in a straw vote 
that they would fight against 
the work schedule set out by 
ICBC executives.

Calories take away the fun 

for the once-jolly fat man 


These are difficult times for dreamers, idealists, rugged 
individualists and fat men 

I never thought much about the fat men. to tell the truth, 
until the other evening when one of them sobbed out his troubles 
to me. It was a sad story and we will deal with it today. 

This fellow comes from a long line of fatties. Both his father 
?nd mother were heavyweights and their fathers and mothers 
were heavyweights, too. 

“We have a tradition of avoirdupois.” my friend related 
wistfully. “Our family tree groans with the great weight of my 
forebears. But in their day fat was never a subject for scorn 
They were known as hearty, jolly citizens. Everyone loved the 
fat man. It was a mark of affluence, good living and a happy 
outlook.” 

Not any more The psychiatrists, of course, ruined the 
legend by establishing the fact — if it is a fact — that most fat 
men are secret worriers. The worry leads them to over-eat. 
Their refrigerators are their "white psychiatrists.” The paunch 


and the jowl become the manifestation of anxiety. The medical 
profession then added its little bit by warning that the fatty has a 
shorter life expectancy than the normal or thin person. 

So the jolly fat man is no longer with us. How can a man be 
jolly when the whole world knows of his neuroses and his gloomy 
position as low man in the mortality statistics? 

This naturally leads him to diet and nothing on earth is quite 
as melancholy as a fat man before a plate of lettuce and a scoop 
of cottage cheese. 

There was a case in London, England, just the other day 
which dramatically demonstrated this new outlook. The 
headmistress of a public school was hailed into court by the 
father of one of the students who claimed that she had 
repeatedly referred to the boy as “a great fat idiot” and “a big 
fat ass.” The father was suing because the lady, he claimed, had 
held up his son to ridicule by her frequent references to his 
weight. He didn’t seem to mind that she’d called him an idiot. 

If there is such a thing as a natural-born fat man, as opposed 


to a natural-born worrier, he must accept the fact that whatever 
course he takes is going to put him in the loser’s circle of life. 

As my friend put it, the fat man is practically public 
property. At almost any gathering his gross tonnage may 
become a subject for speculation and light banter. 

A man like myself whom nature has endowed with an 
enormous nose may go through life without ever hearing it 
openly discussed. His friends, indeed, will delicately avoid any 
mention of the phenomenon, suspecting that the poor fellow is 
sensitive about his great beak and that, since nothing short of 
surgery can cure it, it is better to pretend that it isn’t there. 

But if a man is cursed by corpulence he is never without a 
reminder of it. Let him but enter a roomful of people and in¬ 
stantly the conversation will concern calories or “the perfectly 
wonderful diet” that took 90 pounds off so-and-so the died, 
unhappily, on the day he gave it up) and the case histories of 
everyone present who ever lost a pound. 

And what of the fat man who does make the supreme

I know a couple of them who have made that journey suc¬ 
cessfully and there’s something doleful about them. It’s hard to I 
put your finger on. but there’s something intangible missing] 
besides flesh.

What is it that’s missing? 

The answer to that was expressed the other day by a friend I 
a madium-pugy type, who used the occasion of his 40th birthda 
to begin a serious reducing program. He put it rathe I 
graphically, I thought, when he reported that wherever he gw 
— at work, in theatres, driving the car — he’s accompanied 1 
the bitter-sweet fragrance of ham and eggs and hash-brov 
potatoes. 

This, of course, could drive a man crazy or, at the ve 
least, sharply intensify the anxiety that caused him to over-e 
in the first place.

Humanitarian 
plans delayed 


OTTAWA - Federal 
government plans to provide 
humanitarian assistance to 
African*liberation movements 
have been delayed because 
they have been criticized as 
providing tacit support to 
violence and terrorism. 

The Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) 
was on the verge of an¬ 
nouncing several grants to 
African groups through non¬ 
governmental agencies like 
the World Council of Chur¬ 
ches, Oxfam, World 
University Service and 
Canadian University Service 
Overseas. 

But reacting to criticism in 
newspaper editorials and 
letters to editors, External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp has ordered the delay 
until the policy has been 
publicly debated. This means 
the plan could wait until next 
year’s estimates for the CIDA 
are passed in Parliament. 

Meanwhile, the government 
plans to go ahead with grants 
to victims of racial injustice in 
South Africa and the policies 
of South Africa and Portugal. 

Even here, there may he 
difficulties. 

Drastic legislation to 
suppress even lawful op¬ 
position has been laid before 
the South African Parliament 
by Prime Minister John 
Vorster’s government. 

Under the terms of the new 
bill, any organization con¬ 
sidered by the state president 
to be engaged in politics with 
aid from abroad can be 
declared “an affected 
organization” and can be 
forbidden from bringing in aid 
from outside the country.

“Watching coal miners at work you realize momentarily 
what different universes different people inhabit. Down there 
where coal is dug it is a sort of world apart which one can quite 
easily go through life without ever hearing about. Probably a 
majority of people would even prefer not to hear about it. 

But hear about it we have as the United Kingdom general 
election draws to a close. 

The words quoted were written by George Orwell in a 
moving personal account of coal mines in The Road to Wigan 
Pier. That was in 1937 and it remains true today. 

The Old Country is about to vote in an unusual general 
election, called by a paranoid politician who has spent the last 


few weeks prancing around the countryside finding Reds under 
every bed. 

Poor Ted. In his clipped and cultured accent, in his 
ignorance of that “world apart” which is coal mining, Prime 
Minister Edward Heath has shown himself as an engineer of 
class consciousness which is Britian’s racism. He is to the 
mineworker what Enoch Powell is to the person with a (per¬ 
manent) black skin. 

The last refuge of the mentally meompetent lies in 
character assassination and Heath is the fnaster incompetent. 

Never mind that the mineworkers of Britain are the worst 
paid in Europe, that the National Union of Mineworkers has 
engaged in only one strike from 1926 to now or that it co¬ 
operated in the “rationalization” of the mines, closing 
uneconomic ones and seeing the work force drop to 260,000 from 
over 800,000 in 25 years.

Ambulance grip 
B.C. hailed 


The heads of Victoria's 
private and city ambulance 
services have applauded the 
recent B.C. government 
decision to establish a 
provincial ambulance service. 

“We knew it was coming, 
and I think it's a good move.” 
said John Carlow of Victoria 
Ambulance Service Ltd. 

“I think it is needed because 
there is a lot to be desired with 
some ambulance services 
throughout the province. The 
equipment in some places 
hasn't been adequate and it 
will now be upgraded.” 

Tom Fisher, supervisor of 
the city-owned ambulance 
service at Victoria General 
Hospital, agreed that the 
move to a provincial service is 
a wise decision. 

He said it will “give all 
municipalities more am¬ 
bulance coverage . . . Some 
municipalities such as 
Esquimau do not have an 
adequate service, and other 
fast-growing areas like 
Saanich will also benefit.” 

In Vancouver, the head of 
B.C.'s largest ambulance 
service said he has already 
indicated to the government 
that his firm will not oppose 
the move. 

J. C. Smith, president of 


Metropolitan Ambulance 
Services Ltd., said the 
provincial service is "a 
logical development” because 
of increasing costs of 
providing ambulance 
coverage. 


Announcing the govern¬ 
ments plans in the legislature 
this week.

Boxing Club and Ike McKay, John McGuire and Waining Lee of 
Gorge Molsons — were invited by the Whitecaps to play in trial 
matches involving B.C. players last week at Vancouver's 
Empire Stadium. 

Robinson, several times a Canadian national-team 
representative in the amateur game who obviously has his eye 
on a berth on the Canadian team for the 1976 Montreal Olym¬ 
pics. doesn’t seem too keen 

Whitecaps have received permission to have players who do 
not want to turn pro sign a special amateur card, which will 
allow them to retain their amateur status. 

That’s a big thing for players here, and as Whitecaps' 
general manager Denny Veitch says: ‘‘We’re pleased that we 
can move so quickly to demonstrate our seriousness about 
signing Canadian players. ” But it doesn’t solve the problem of 
how the kids who don’t turn pro will manage financially as 
amateurs. 

Robinson said no offer had been made to him yet but he had 
“heard" that players signing pro contracts were to be offered 
$1,000 a month for the six month summer season. Amateur 
players would get only travel and meal expenses. 


Much time would be involved with extensive training 
sessions in Vancouver, home games there and then all the 
games on the road. 

*'I just couldn't see holding down a job here and playing that 
kind of soccer over in Vancouver,’’ said Robinson, who works 
for the city’s traffic engineering department 

Conceivably, McKay could be interested in another splash 
in the pro game He joined the ill-fated Vancouver Royals, who 
made a brief appearance in the NASL in 1968 and went on to play 
as a pro with Portadown in the Irish League. 

But the recently-married Bolitho and highly-promising 
juniors McGuire, a former Canadian youth international, and 
I*e, who has played for B.C. juniors, could be in the same boat 
as Robinson. 

After returning from the trials, Robinson said he was ‘‘none 
the wiser" about the Whitecaps’ operation 

‘‘I would be interested in playing in a league like this,” 
Robinson said. "But there are a lot of things to be considered 
and they haven't told us anything yet. Really, the trial games 
were designed to give the new coach (Jim Easton) a look at just 
what talent is available here in B.C." 

Easton, a veteran player in the Scottish League s first 
division and coach last season of Miami Toros in the NASL, has 
left Vancouver on a talent-scouting trip to Britain. 

Whitecaps, who play San Jose Earthquakes in their first 
game at Empire Stadium on May 5, will hold another tryout 
session in mid-March.

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Chamber wants 
nuclear power

Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce is urging com¬ 
munity-wide support for a 
study of the feasibility of 
developing nuclear power on 
Vancouver Island. 

The chamber, at its monthly 
directors' meeting, voted in 


Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce has voted to 
support the North Vancouver 
chamber in a campaign to 
have identical assessments 
for commercial and 
residential property, per¬ 
mitting municipalities to alter 
the mill rate as they choose. 

Chamber president Ken 
Murphy expressed reser¬ 
vations about the proposal 
because it would give 
municipalities a blank cheque 
in taxing commercial and 
industrial properties. 

Under the present system, 
the assessment base is higher 
for commercial and industrial 
properties than for homes — 
and they all face an identical 
mill rate. 

Under the North Vancouver 
chamber’s proposal, all 
assessments would be on an 
identical base but municipal 
governments would be free to 
impose a higher mill rate on 
commercial and industrial 
property if they wished. 

The proposal is being for 
warded to the provincial 
government with the support 
of the Victoria chamber. 

Owners of commercial and 
industrial property have been 
highly critical of the removal 
of the 10 per cent per year 
ceiling on increases in 
property assessments, 
resulting in dramatic in¬ 
creases in their assessments 
this year. 

Under the North Vancouver 
Chamber plan, they would get 
equal treatment with 
residential property from the 
provincial government and 
their battle would then be with 


principle in favor of nuclear 
power for the Island. 

The vote followed a talk by 
chamber director Bob 
McHaffie who last fall toured 
nuclear power installations in 
Ontario. 

McHaffie said he was 
skeptical about nuclear power 
before he went on the tour but 


municipal governments over 
the separate mill rate they 
would face. 

Murphy said the present 
system, while working a 
hardship on owners of com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
property, involves limits to 
taxation and a form of 
protection. 

If a municipality were free 
to charge one mill rate for 
houses and another for 
commercial property, there 
would be nothing to limit the 
amount of taxation that could 
be extracted from any group 
in the communitv. 

Director Jack McKernan 
said the North Vancouver plan 
would end the confusion in the 
assessment category and 
transfer it to the mill rate. 

Despite the reservations, 
the resolution to support the 
North Vancouver campaign 
passed unanimously, although 
there were several ab¬ 
stentions.

As 
recently as January, Premier 
Barrett, in an exclusive in¬ 
terview with The Express, 
said he did not want to take 
the responsibility for in¬ 
troducing nuclear power into 
British Columbia. 

McHaffie showed chamber 
directors a film on Douglas 
Point nuclear reactor, the 
first in Canada. 

He said there remains a 
legacy of fear about atomic 
energy due to the bombing of 
Hiroshima. 

He said such fears can only 
be countered by a more 
complete knowledge of 
nuclear power plants 

The chamber passed a 
resolution favoring nuclear 
power and calling for a 
community-wide involvement 
in further study of the 
feasibility of a plant bn 
Vancouver Island. 

Philip Holmes, president of 
Associated Chambers of 
Commerce on Vancouver 
Island, said the majority of 
chambers of commerce on the 
Island favor nuclear power in 
principle.

First Baptist Church's new 
sanctuary and housing 
complex is under construction 
following turning of the sod 
ceremony Sunday afternoon 

The complex, at Quadra and 
North Park, will include a new 
church for the congregation 
and two towers, one 15 and one 
10 storeys, for 158 self- 
contained suites for senior 
citizens. 

The pastor, Rev. John 
Watson, said this week the 
church began 100 years ago 
when Mr. and Mrs. Alexander 
Clyde came from Stratford. 
Ont., and began holding 
services in homes. 

After several moves the 
congregation bought the 
Congregational Church at 
Quadra and Mason which was 
its home for 40 years. 

In 1964 the congregation 
decided to stay in downtown 
Victoria rather than move to 
the suburbs where land was 
cheaper. 

"More than 30,000 retired 
people live here, 16 per cent of 
the population, and countless 
numbers have a very real 
need for adequate, com¬ 
fortable housing in a central 
location at low cost.” 

There was no need for a 
large church complex, Watson 
continued, but for a warm, 
intimate centre and that’s the 
way the sanctuary will be. 

The congregation has been 
worshipping in the chapel of 
First United Church since 
September. 1972, when First 
Baptist at Quadra and Mason 


was sold, and the Baptists also 
have office space there. 

The church-apartmept 
complex will cost about $2.3 
million, financed by grains 
from the city and the 
provincial and fedeibl 
governments, in addition to 
the church’s contribution of 
land. 

Accommodation, due for 
completion in about a year, 
will include 130 bachelor 
suites to rent for under $ 100 , 
four suites for handicapped 
and 24 one-bedroom suites. 
Final rental figures have tpl 
yet been determined £ 

Full cost of the church and 
its facilities are being borne 
by members and friends of the 
church But there are extra 
costs at North Park Manor 
which are not. covered By 
grants.

‘deserves a medal' 


CINCINNATI — Jeff 
Whalen, 14, is among the last 
of a vanishing breed. 

Jeff arises at 2 a.m. each 
day to deliver the Cincinnati 
Enquirer to 450 neighborhood 
families. He's hardly missed a 
day, fair weather or foul, in 
the life years he’s been 
delivering. 

“The kid should get a medal 
for sticking with it so long," 
says the circulation manager 
of a large U.S. daily 
newspaper about Jeff. “The 
turnover among carriers 
today is staggering. What 
child or adult wants to get up 
at 2 a.m. and deliver 


newspapers, especially when 
they will end up doing it for. 
peanuts?" 

In any case, automation is 
catching up with the old- 
fashioned newsboy. A survey 
reveals that motorized adult 
carriers, working with 
headsets directly from the 
back of delivery trucks, are 
replacing bicycle-riding boys 
and girls on neighborhood 
routes.

SYRACUSE, NY. 
Outrageously funny or just 
outrageous? 

After 24 years of 
publishing, the public is still 
undecided about Sol Gordon’s 
comic books for adolescents 
that deal with subjects not 
Iiciially treated lightly 

Gordon, a 50-year-old 
psychologist, is a professor of 
child and family studies at 
Syracuse University and 
director of the school’s In¬ 
stitute for Family Research 
and Education. 

His comic books, published 
by the institute, carry such 
titles as Ten Heavy Facts 
About Sex, Protect Yourself 
#rfpom Becoming amUnwanted 
Parent, VD Claptrap 
(featuring Captain Veedee-0 
and Wanda Lust), Drug You? 
— A surivior’s Handbook and. 
among the less controversial, 
The Eater's Digest 
As Gordon explains: 

•‘You can’t communicate 
with someone about subjects 
like sex and drugs if he's 
uptight. We use humor to 
reduce the anxiety of teen¬ 
agers. Besides, comic books 
are the only things that a huge 
number of adolescents 
willingly read.’’ 

In 24 years of publishing. 
Gordon’s comics have sold 
nearly a million at 25 cents a 
copy but cheaper in quantity. 
Most of them are sold to 
educational and youth 
organizations, planned 
parenthood groups, com¬ 
munity agencies, schools, 
parents and teen-agers. 

The most controversial and. 
with 625.000 sold copies the 
best seller, is Ten Heavy

Facts About Sex. It has been 
banned from general 
distribution at the State Fair 
here. 

Gordon got the comic book 
idea after he found most teen¬ 
agers do not read con¬ 
ventional books on sex and 
drugs. 

"There are about 200 books 
on sex education for teen¬ 
agers, but they’re read mainly 
by librarians,” Gordon said 
"The average teen-ager would 
never read a book on sex — 
he’d be afraid he’d lose his 
status if his friends found 
out." 

Ten Heavy Facts About Sex 
deals in explicit language and 
pictures with such subjects as 
masturbation, homosexuality, 
oral and anal sex, venereal 
disease, pornography, birth 
control and abortion. 


On the subject of por¬ 
nography. the comic 
declares: "Pornography is 
harmless. After a while it gets 
boring. If porno is your bag, 
you don't have much of an 
imagination of your own.” 

The book concludes that 
"morality is good for you.” It 
also offers some parting 
advice. 

For boys: "No sex unless 
you’re ready for it" and 
“Machismo is when you’re 
man enough to take care of the 
family you started." 

For girls: "Don’t fall for 
lines like, if you don't have 
sex with me, we might as well 
stop seeing each other.’ ” It 
also says “Ntrwx withanyone 
who doesn’t really care about 
you. (Test this by finding out if 
he'll go out with you even if 
you won't have sex with 
him.)"

KENO. Nev. — William 
U*ar has spent four years and 
$17 million developing a 
nonpolluting steam car. but he 
does not believe the auto in¬ 
dustry ever will accept the 
steam engine voluntarily. 

His only hope lies in the 
energy crisis which is 
threatening to force the price 
of gasoline out of sight. 
Ironically, the same energy 
crisis is posing a major 
problem in his development of 
a steam car. 

I /ear's steam engine needs 
more fuel than a conventional 
gasoline-powered automobile 
engine to produce the same 
mileage. 

“If there were no energy 
crisis, we'd have the world by 
the tail on a downhill pull," 
U»ar explained. “We only get 
about HO per cent efficiency 
from the steam turbine now 
and we’d need about 75 per 
cent. That doesn’t seem like a 
lot. but it is. 

“It’s easy to make a very 
large steam turbine efficient 
but not a small one. Still, it 
can and will be done." 

Lear estimates he needs 
another $10 million and two 
years to make the steam 
turbine efficient enough to use 
in an average-sized car. And a 
way must be found to make 
the steam car run on cheaper, 
more abundant fuels, like 
coal. 

liar’s steam turbine burns 
No. 1 diesel fuel to heat water 
to a vapor. This turns a tur¬ 
bine wheel connected to a 
drive shaft. 

Because a large engine is 
more efficient than a small 
one, I^car expects the first 
commercial applications will 
be in heavy-duty vehicles like 
buses, railroad engines and 
tractors.

BOISE. Idaho — A bill 
requiring all newspapers in 
the state to sign their !

SEATTLE — Teaching 
machines in medical 
laboratories at the University 
of Washington may soon be 
used to provide information to 
doctors in rural areas. 
Researchers at UW have 
been given a $49,500 from a 
private foundation to expand 
the use of the computer 
machines. 

For example, a doctor in a 
rural community might en¬ 
counter a series of medical 
problems with which he is 
unfamiliar. Instead of going 
back to the books for weeks of 
research, he could consult a 
computer in Seattle via 
telephone to upgrade his skills 
in a specific medical case. 


This is exactly what the 
system now operated at UW’s 
Learning Resources Centre 
does in a limited way for 
medical students. 

The machine would lead the 
doctor, step by step, into the 
newest methods of treatment, 
even quizzing him and 
correcting him when he 
provides wrong answers. 

Present teaching systems 
call for medical students to 
work in hospitals, getting 
experience by taking histories 
from patients as they are 
admitted.” explained Dr. 
.lames MacArthur, assistant 
director of the learning 
resources centre. “Except in 
an extreme emergency, this is 


the first person the patient 
sees and he spends con¬ 
siderable time as the student 
asks question after question, 
working up the history 

“But the computer-console 
combination enables us to 
give students practical 
training in this technique 
without using a real patient. 
Instead, the student asks the 
computer for all the vital 
information and keeps track 
of the answers.” 

Another area where the 
computer can be used to 
upgrade the skills of prac¬ 
tising physicians is the writing 
of cases which can be fed into 
the computer. Because some 


educators are reluctant to 
spend time learning about the 
computers, the learning 
resources centre has 
developed what Dr. 
MacArthur calls a “cook¬ 
book” to help them. 

“With the cookbook, the 
educator can fill in the in¬ 
formation and logic as he sees 
it — this could take as little as 
a couple of weeks of spare 
time — then turn it over to our 
computer man who puts it into 
the right language and feeds it 
into the computer.” he said. 

Dr. MacArthur provided 
another example — the use of 
a fictional case in which a 


medical student “treats” a 
patient via the computer 
terminal. 

A father brings a sick baby 
to the hospital and with it a j 
scrawled note from the family 
doctor. The student asks the 
father (really the computer) 
questions about the child, 
what the note says, what the 
family doctor says, and so on. 
Meanwhile, the computer has 
been programmed to keep 
track of the child's vital signs. 
If the student takes too much 
time gathering background 
information, the computer 
may tell him his “patient" has 
died.

— straight from the source. 

—The press overdid it on the 
publicity: 

—The astronomers blew it 
when they estimated its 
brightness: 

—There wasn't enough gas 
in Kohoutek to make the 
comet visible to the naked eye 
as it passed close to the sun. 

That's the word from Lubos 
Kohoutek. the Czech-born 
astronomer who first saw the 
comet that bears his name 
early in 1973. Now that the 
comet is fading from view, so 
is Dr. Kohoutek himself — and 
he's glad.

be discovered last yeir. Dr. 
Kohoutek himself spotted two 
other comets before the big 
one. 

Astronomers got pretty 
excited about the Kohoutek 
comet and prepared an ex¬ 
tensive program of 
examination. By the time 
Kohoutek is out of the sight of 
telescopes later this year, it 
will be the most researched 
comet in history. 

Predicting the brightness of 
comets in advance is a tricky 
business and Dr. Kohoutek 
admits his discovery was even 
duller than the astronomers' 
lowest estimates. 

Comets are a conglomerate 
of frozen gases like ammonia 
and methane, dust and oc¬ 
casionally larger meteoric 
matter They differ from 
other celestial bodies in that 
they are very compact and 
mostly made of dust. 

It is the dust llial reflects 
the light of the sun but it is the 
gases, melting and glowing in 
the sun's rays, that are 
believed to give the comet its 
bright aura and flashy tail. 
Because Kohoutek contained 
little gas, the tail was faint. 

As far as Dr. Kohoutek is

concerned, the comet has had 
little impact on his career. He 
is continuing research at 
Hamburg Observatory into 
planetary nebula and 
planetoids and considers these 
of greater scientific value 
than his comet. 

Dr. Kohoutek has found 
about 50 asteroids in the last 
few years. There are about 
1.800 of these baby planets in 
our solar system, most of 
them in orbit between Jupiter 
and Mars.
